The mirror for the Victoria, B. C., 
observatory, together with the sec- 
ondary, or Newtonian mirror, has ar- 
rived at its destination.

There are bigger markets in Cana- 
da of a certainty, but it is doubtful 
if any other is more alive or flourish- 
ing than Byward Market, Ottawa. 
Curn your footsteps into the square 
early on a Saturday morning and you 
find limousines disporting theinselves 
equably side by side with hucksters’ 
carts—long lines of them! Dame 
Society rubs shoulders with Mrs. 
Out-at-Elbows, and no one scems to 
feel any the worse for the contact. 
Husbands aré made willing ‘victims 
to the marketing fever, and you are 
apt to run into one of Ottawa’s most 
dignified citizens with a cabbage un- 
der one arm and a leg of mutton un- 
der the other, making tracks for his 
car. Nuns, priests, flying corps offi- 
cers, wounded Tommics, wisps of 
girls, greybeards, grandmothers and 
ordinary housekeepers without end 
mingle in a free and friendly spirit. 

Stray bits of conversation float 
across the crowd to your ears, There 
is friendly rivalry between the buy- 
ers. One woman found ,cheaper eggs 
than another. Someone hit a_ great 
bargain in butter. So it goes! . As 
the piles of foodstuffs disappear from 
the carts and stalls, baskets and mo- 
tors fill up and leave room for oth- 
ers to get their innings. 

“Do you want your basket taken 
home for ten cents?” queries a voice 
of the overburdened one, and, turn- 
ing, you sce a young girl standing 
beside the Women’s Canadian Club 
motor truck ready to relieve anyone 
who is willing to pay the small fee, 
and, incidentally, add to the exche- 
quer of the Soldiers’ and 
Comfort League, . 

Somehow the. right spirit \perme- 
ates the Ottawa market. You feel 
that the citizens take a pride in it. 
Certainly they patronize it, and this, 
after all, is the finest recommendation 
you can give it, For one thing, it is 
ideally located. When he was lay- 
ing out Bytown (old Ottawa) Col, By 
donated a large square for market 
purposes. It covers an area of 38,- 
691 square yards. The buildings are 
large and commodious, and excellent 
supervision is exercised.over the mar- 
ket. It is entirely self-sustaining. 
Last year the expenses amounted to 
$7,754, and the reccipts from market 
tolls and rents were approximately 
$15,000, The total value of the goods 
brought to the market place in an 
average month is $130,392, all of 
which comes from within a radius of 
twenty miles, The market is held 
three days a week, although Satur- 
day easily bears away the palm for 
big business, Often enough there 
are from five to seyen hundred vehi- 
cles in the square on a busy morn- 
ing. Toronto thinks it is doing fairly 
well when it has seyenty or so, 

The market has helped Ottawa in a 
hundred ways. It brings into the city 
several times a week a large clientele 
of country people whe would nat 
otherwise visit it once a month. It 
is an incentivé to them to produce, 
for in these days, when  transporta- 
tion is such a consideration, they are 
loth to grow what might prove 
troublesome to ship, and for the 
small farfner the municipal market is 
ideal. He invariably has on his hands 
small quantities that-would scarcely 
be worth while shipping. But let 
hin take his wagon and drive into 
market and he finds ready sale for 
his produce. It is the same with the 
farmer's wife, who finds her good

ion. Wo-1en everywhere should culti- 
vate the market spirit as a wartime 
measure. The question of feeding 
their families is about the-—biggest 
thing they have to cope with these 
days, and if the market is going to 
help them solve their problems, as it 
undoubtedly can, it will be very much 
worth while, 

Too many markets are so neglect- 
ed, so dirty and ilkequipped, that wo- 
men deliberately keep away from 
them. Where ‘such conditions exist, 
instead of ignoring the market and 
eschewing it, they should make it 
their business to create an upheaval 
and to “clean it up.” It is the duty 
of the municipal authorities to see 
that local markets are kept in good 
shape and that the necessary im- 
provements are made from time to 
time. In many instances they have 
been lax in giving time, attention or 
funds to the interests of this public 
utility, but if women interest them- 
selves thoroughly in the question, in- 
sist on having good’ markets, and 
patronize them well, a big step for- 
ward will have been taken, both from 
the standpoint of the farmer and-the

Best Hand Spinners in -the World 
are in Cape Breton 

The word homespun was coined in 
the cloth market of Cape Breton Is- 
land, that corner of Nova Scotia a 
hundred miles long and cighty broad, 
which marks the extreme northeast 
coast of Canada. Some time ago we 
went “wool gathering” in this quaint 
spot, and found, among other inter- 
esting things, that the best hand 
spinners in the world are located 
there. . These are no flighty factory 
girls, but Scotch ladics of the old 
school. They make up an important 
circle, thése spinners, with their old- 
fashioned wheels oily and wheezy, 
and their clacking reels winding the 
snowy yarn into skeins. 

A writer has said something to the 
effect that if we do a thing better 
than others do it, fortune will find a 
path to our doors, though we ‘hide in 
a wilderness. So with these women 
and their homespun yarn. War and 
the demand for wool products  at- 
tendant on the war has not only 
caused them to become known far 
and wide, but added to the weight 
of their money bags. 

“It is no use trying to learn when 
you're grown,” they explained sym- 
pathizingly, when we had spoiled no 
less than half a dozen long  fleecy 
rolls in our first spinning lesson, 
“There are tricks in all trades, and in 
this the trick is one you must learn 
when a lassie, or you canna learn it 
at all, at all.” 

Why do you not form classes ‘and 
teach-the girls the art of it, we ask- 
ed, and were told with dignity; “For 
one thing, we have no time (or yarn) 
to waste; for age. the lassies 


will not take the trduble to learn.” 
The first piece of homespun  of- 
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fered for sale in Montreal, Toronto, 
and other centres was woven of the 
fleeces sheared from a herd of Herd- 
wicks, cleaned, combed, carded by 
hand, rolled ready for the wheels 
and its shiny spindles, spun in those 
cottage homes, and woven on old 
wooden hand looms, Today our re- 
turned soldiers arc weaving on these 
same looms. We have it on good 
authority that the material for the 
autumn hat of the governgr-general’s 
wife was woven by.a blind hero in a 
Montreal hospital. Can’t you imagine 
how proud the gracious lady will be 
of.such millinery? , J

Vhy do they never speak a few 
words in praise of the . wonderful 
toad? He sits in the garden, in the 
shade of a plant, and not a bug that 
gcts near him can escape, even when 
he is asleep, without being taken in 
out of the weather, 

The toad needs no watching, and 
never wastes a minute eating straw- 
berries and cheeries, or tearing open 
the cheeks of the finest plums and 
pears as soon as they begin to ripen 
on the twig. 

In France the ‘toad is the 
bandman’s friend, and every 
man keeps them in stock for sale, 
paying the boys to gather them in 
the roads at the rate of about two 
cents each.

Becoming Scarce 


is indispensable to artillery work at 
a premium, y, 
The world’s supply of the element 
came mainly from Sicily at one time, 
In the early 90s a chemist named 
Herman Frasch, discovered a way-of 
getting at the ce sulphur ‘deposits 
in Louisiana which previously had 
been considered too costly to. work. 
Frasch’s plan was to force hot water 
down to the deposit and then draw 
up the melted sulphur with suction ~ 
pumps. His employers, includin 
Rockefeller, of the Standard O 
company, saw nothing in the plan. 
_ Frasch left them and succeeded in 
interesting other capitalists, The 
result was the Union Sulphur com- 
pany whose operations were so stc- 
cessful that its securities are under- 
stood to have multiplied within a few 
years one hundredfold in value. 
Frasch died in’ Paris in 1914, leavin 
an estate valued at $5,000,000, which 
doubled before it was finally settled 
up. ‘ 
Theré was also the estate of Louis 
Severance, who bought 175 shares of 
Union Sulphur at par. Appraisement 
after his death placeu them at $2,500 
each, but before the state comptrol- 
ler got through this was revised up- 


; ward to $12,300 each. 


_ Another sulphur deposit was found 
in Texas, ‘but search for more has 
failed to turn up anything worth 
while in the big republic. At present 
the United States.is using about 150- 
000 tons of sulphur a month, which~ 
is said to be a little more than the 
Texas and Louisiana mines are pro- 
ducing. The worst of it.is that the 
steadily increasing output of high ex- 
plosives is steadily increasing the de- 
mand and mining engineers say there 
is no certainty that the Texas and 
Louisiana deposits will continye for 
an indefinite time to yield atapoven 
the present rate. a: 

Not long ago a committee of the 
U. S, senate held a hearing on the 
sulphur situation, taking the _ testi- 
mony of experts. The weight of 
opinion was that the nation’s best 
reliance for further home supplies of 
sulphur was upon the iron pyrites, 
called “brasses” by the coal miners, 
which occur in quantity through 
many of the nation’s deposits of coal, 

These “brasses” are’ bits, some- 
times cubes of iron sulphide, with 
impurities of the coal and of rock 
They are picked out of the. coal and 
tossed as waste on the © culm (coal 
dust dumps, where they often take 
fire by oxidization and cause the 
almost. ‘inextinguishable smoulder- 
ings that eat, sometimes for years, 
into the dumps, seriously interfering 
with coal mining. a 

In Canada pyrites abounds in 
many districts, and is mined for 
copper and other metals at times. 

ow to separate the sulphur from 
the “brasses” is a problem which ap- 
pears to have been solved by a pro- 
fessor of physical chemistry in Stan- 
ford University. His “thiogen’’ pro- 
cess is to bake the “brasses” in a 
special type of furnace and pass the 
gas given off into a reaction chamb- 
er, where, in the presence of what 
chemists call a catalytic reagent, the 
sulphur is deposited, 

The bureau of mines has investi- 
gated the process and published a 
bulletin on it. Process and bulletin 
were the answer of the engineer cal- 
led by the senate committee to the 
inquiry as to what could be done if 
the southern sulphur mines should 
fall far behind national needs or play 
out altogether. 


The available quantity of” coal 
“brasses” is said to be virtually un> 
The. engineers insisted that 


avery few 500 ton a day thiogen 
insure a sufficient sul- 
phur supply. Meanwhile, sulphur 
has jumped within two months from 
$45 a ton to almost any price the for- 
tunate seller Cares to name. 

The estimated cost of recovering 
sulphur from coal “brasses” by the 
thiogen process is $8 a ton, Probably 
a golden or at least a sulphur colored 
opportunity awaits the installers of 
thiogen process plants,
